Wagner defeat Grey Eagle on the Louisville race 
traek, wliieli was then liK-ated in S«*veiilli street, 
near Hk* site of Hie Eclipse liall park, at Seveiilli 
and Keiituck.v streets. Mr. 'i’horiitim is enjoying 
fairly giKwl healtli. Rbeiimatisiii is his only enemy. 

_G(*orge J. lioiig. Luiisvilie’s representative on tiie 
Keiitueky State Itaeing Coiumissioii. was at the 
Downs toilay. He sahl he was pleased with tlie 
excellent condition of his racers, which are train(*ii 
Iiy Peter Coyne. .Mr. I*ong said that if his I8*rby 
liorses. Xicias and Free I*anci', meet with no niis- 
liap, he will Ik* represented in the big ra«*e. 

Lew .Marion, who lias retnriieil to the turf with ir 
string of horses this sen.soii after a year or so of 
idh'ness, traiiKKl for Dan Hoiiig wlieii that turfman 
raeeil sucli famous Imrses as Van Lelaml, Lelcx, 
t.’artoon, Li*o U., and Ufamie Hunt. Previous to 
this he had trained for Beinherit & Wright, i\iio 
raia*d Barnett aud other good iierfomiers. After 
leaving Honig. Marion lM*eame eoiiiioeliHl witli a Teii- 
m'ssee racing firm and while in tlM'ir employ devel- 
iqied the famous filly Ma.v Tlionipson, which he sold 
to Senator O’Brien, of Minnesota, for $1.5,000. When 
he quit this stalile he took charge of the horses of 
C5iris Smith and iu one season he won with the 
Smilli liorses $!H>.00O. He had charge of Yo Tam- 
hien when she won the $20,000 Garlield Park Derby 
aud then for a year he left Smith, liut returned to 
take charge of Ids horses wlieii Yo Tambien was a 
fiv<*-ycar-old and that sea.son tlie great mare was 
again almost unbeatable. Duriug the years lie was 
with Cliris Smith he traint'il the horses of this 
stable in <*oiijunetion with John Hiifriiian. the latter 
liaiMlIing one division of the string and Marion Hie 
otlier. Other famous liorst's tlien in the Smith stable 
were \’an Biireii. Cevertoii, Dolly McCone and the 
Hying Maid Marian. I'pim quitting Smith he raced 
a mixed stable of iKirses successful l.v around Chicago, 
the greater niiiiib<*r of which lielonged to himself. 
Tile best of these were Annie Oldfield, Federal. 
Ma.voi* Johnson. Blue Jlint and Mwlallo. His next 
venture was with the first stable foniK*d by Irving 
II. Wlieatcroft. now in Australia. He trained suc- 
o»*ssfully for Wheatenoft until tlie close of the Jack- 
sonville meeting of l!*t»-10. Mr. Marion is not 
oidy famous as a trainer of horses, but he has 
earneil a great reputation b.v the development of 
jockeys. He made Charley 'fhorpe a great rider. 
Krwl 'Taral first rotle uiMler his instructions. He also 
devclo|ied the colorwl brothers. Ixm and A1 Clayton. 
Ilis last prot(*ge was tlie Louisville lio.v, Carl Ganz. 
Mr. Marion has come back to the turf this season 
with a Imml of two-year-olds w'hich horsemen are 
noting closely, as they recognize the ability of their 
trainer. Mr. Jl.irion says that Dan Honig, his 
first employer, is still alive in St. Ixniis, but has 
bei*n in isKir health for several years. That famous 
horseman quit the turf a good many j'cars back now. 
He made a fortune in the business and he is ending 
his days in ease. 

I’eter Wiinmer made a flying (rip to Lexington 
lecently and reports all the liorses in training there 
.nre looking gmal and working well. While there he 
lieard that John T. Ireland, the owner of Clierr.vola. 
liad decided to retire from tlie turf. He now owns 
only tlirec or four horses, and these are at iiresont 
in the eare of W. L. Li'wis. at tlie Kentucky Asso- 
ciation course. Air. Ireland is qnitting the turf to 
embark in tlie land business in Texas. He has been 
racing liorses for more than twenty-five vears. He 
was first a tiartiier in the business with liis brother. 
I'raiik Ireland, and when the latter retirwl he formed 
a partnership with his lirotlier-in-law. R. L. Thomas. 
In late years lie lias been racing horses on his own 
account. Frank Ireland quit the turf about a di,*eadc 
ago aud is now a prosperwis business man in the 
west. He lias never ownt*d any race horses since 
the partnership existing l>etween him and his brother 
was dissolved man.v years ago. 

H. C. Halleniieek. the owner of the Kentucky 
Derby favorite. AVorth. is reiiorteii to have Ixuiglit 
several iiromising two-year-olds from J. E. Madden, 
'file latter is disposing of all his thoronglihreds in 
training and will race no horses on the .American 
turf ill 1!»12, in aeeordanee with the poliev he has 
followeil for several years. Tlie owner of Hamhorg 
I*lai*e does not intend to cease lireeding thorough- 
lireds. Imt he is endeavoring to build up a market 
abroad for Hie priKluet of his breeiling stud. He 
figures he can raise horw*s in Kentiick.v clieaper 
than lie can in England, and this is the reason he 
diK*s not take liis stallions and mares abroail. Air. 
Atadden is quoted as saying tliat lie will return to 
tlie running turf in this country with a stahie wlieii- 
ever Hie sport is revived. on tlie mptro|w>liian (racks. 

Fireman, G. M. Odom’s good Clark Handicap eli- 
gible, is liKikiiig well, imt Ills old knee ailment is 
still troubling him. That is the reason the son of 
Sir Dixon runs so well in the mud, as when lie gets 
warmed up on such a course his ailing knee iloes 
not alTect liiin as it does when he is running on a 
hard, fast track.

Wimi announces that $.'>,0o0 will be addwl to tlie 
Derby of 1913. With the entrance iiifaicy to the 
stake tlie Derliy hereafter proliahly will be worth 
not less than $10.<XK), iiossibly more. He will take 
up tlie matter of this race with Swretar.v Lyman H. 
Davis after the spring meeting, and will then de- 
' cide wlien be will announce the conditions of the 
race. It has bi-en suggested to him that he close 
the event tlie coming siimiiier. when the eligibles 
are two years old, and also have a re-entering 
clause where, by paying an additional foe, an owner 
cau enter his horse after the racer is three years 
old. 

Mr. Winn also announced that for future fall 
meetings the four-mile Kentnek.v Endurance Stakes 
will be a feature.

EPSOM DERBY CANDIDATES BACKED. 

So far such ante-post backing of Epsom Dcriiy 
candidates as has taken place has been almost en- 
tirely confiped to the two favorites. Lomond aiul 
White Star, hut in the nature of things it cannot 
now be long before such other promising three-year- 
ojds as Coriander, Sweeper II., Kempion, Englaml, 
Jingling Geordie, Hall Cross. Javelin, Farman. Cat- 
aract. Lora. Sysonby, Oiseau Bleu. Clodius. Lorenzo. 
Aiglon, Montrose II. and others must be introdnetd 
to the betting lists at longer prices. Of the most 
active Derb.v betting that had yet taken place Lon- 
don Sportsman of April 3 said: 

“Now that Lincoln and Liverpool have been rele- 
gated to the limbo of ‘races past,’ the Derby is at- 
tracting more general attention among backers and 
layers interested in wagering in ‘futures.’ 

“Tmlay the two front-rankers, Lomond and White 
Star, were frequently mentioned, and although Mr. 
J. B. Joel’s colt was the subj<?ct of the more sub- 
stantial investments, ‘fours’ were offered on the field 
to the close, which left the one as good a favorite 
as tlie other. 

“The only wager of any size noticed abont Lomond 
was 200 to 30, but he was nevertheless inclined to 
l«*. if anything, tighter at the iirice than his market 
rival. 

“Once, for example, 212% to 50 was laid against 
White Star. GOO to 150, 400 to 100, and 200 to .50 
(twice) Iteiug other wagers booked about the brother 
to Sunstar. 

“A newcomer in the betting was Cylgad, now 
trained by W. Halsey, which had friends in bets of 
1,000 to 70 and 5(K) to 35 (twice). It will be re- 
membered that at York last August Cylgad defeated 
Ijiinonil (which was giving 14 pounds) for the Glm- 
crack, but was disqualified for boring. If he is to 
l>eat T.iomond at even weights at Epsom, he will 
have to improve a good deal on any form be showed 
last season.

wrongdoing. This rumor was brought to the atten- 
tion of E. C. Smith, the Jockey Club’s representa- 
tive. Mr. Smith said that there was absolutely no 
foundation to the story. He pointed to the fact 
that the Jockey Clnb had upheld the stewards in the 
ruling and all the people implicated still stand sus- 
lieuded. He further stated that, as is well known,
